French statesman and diplomat, 
won international fame in the 
early days of the present een- 
tury for hla effrtfMrin TtVHfifT of tha 
Anglo-French agreement of April 9. 
1904. when the powerful and far- 
reaching ICntente Cordial* was born. 

Paul Camhon waa one of threa 
brothers, all of whom were conspicu¬ 
ous in French diplooiatlc affairs at 
the same time. Julea Camhon. later 
the best known of the three, waa 
Ambassador to the United States; 
Paul wan accredited to lamdon. and 
the third brother was In the similar 
post at Constantinople. 

BORN IN 1843 

Paul Camhon waa horn January 
20, 1943. He was called to the l*ar- 
lalan bar itome twenty years Jater. 
and after ten years of administrative 
work l« various government depart- 
incuts was transferred to the diplo¬ 
matic service and appointed Min¬ 
ister Plenipotentiary at Tunis. In 
18*4 lie became French Ambassador 
to Spain, and two years later went 
to Constantinople In the same cap¬ 
acity. In 1999 he presented hla cred¬ 
entials aa Ambassador to Great Bri¬ 
tain.

Karkett’a Harbor on Lake Ontario In IBIS If 
It were not for the redeeming brilliance of the 
conduct of the Brttiah and Canadian private 
eoldiere. It lo a clear caee of the Junior officers 
and men m the ranka winning a battle against 
superior odd a only to bo called off In the 
moment of victory by a timid and inrompatent 
general who waa strong In nothing aava in over* 
bearing the protects of hla subordinate* 

Kir George Prevoet was the general. Ho wu 
Governor-General of Canada during the War 
of 1112 and C6mma»der-!n-Chief of the defend¬ 
ing forcee. Throughout the Ant half of the 
struggle he seemed obsessed with the strange 
Idea, possessed aa he waa of a too keen appre¬ 
ciation of the ovarwhelmlng resources of tha 
United Stair* ompergd to those available In 
Canada, bf Aghtlng gently and considerately *o 
ae not to awaken undue animosity or rouse the 
full effort of the Republic However, though 
thlo policy may explain other peculiar actions 
of hla, .It can hardly explain hla conduct In 
thla Instance, and It must be eet down to sheer 
incapacity aa a soldier 

Kir James Yeo. capable young captain in tha 
navy, who had Just arrived from Kngland to 
command tha fleet on Lake Ontario, urged an 
attack on Hackett'a Harbor, tha American base 
for Laka Ontario and that region, having learned 
that th# majority of tha eight thousand troop# 
recently there had left to attack tha Canadian 
Fort George at Niagara. Kir George Provost 
consented, went along himself, but left the 
actual command to hla adjutant-genfntl. 
Colonel Baynes. On May IT, lilt, while the 
Americans were taking Fort George, the British 
fleet left Kingston, stood for Kackett’s Harbor, 
and by noon of the 21th was off that place with 
excellent wind and weather for immediate 
action. The troops were transferred to tha 
landing boats, held waiting for considerable 
time, and then, to their bewilderment, put back 
aboard the veeaela. The opportunity of com¬ 
plete surprise wan lost. Throughout that after¬ 
noon and night militia reinforcements poured 
Into the fort from all the surrounding country¬ 
side. 

/'JWING to the strong representations of Sir 
^ James Yeo, Kir George Prevoet allowed 
the attack to proceed, and. at daybreak of Mar 
29. the British fleet, becalmed eight miles out, 
sent its landing force of seven hundred and 
Afty men ashore Itt the boats under Colonel 
Baynes Of course, tha artillery of the fleet 
waa useless at eight miles, and the British 
landed with no protecting Are and In the face 
of heavy Arlng from Fort Tompkins and from 
Aeld batteries on tha shore. Baynes blundered 
ao to the landing-epot. and In the open the men 
had to wade across a thousand feet of shallow 
strait from Horae Island to the mainland, where 
tha militia were entrenched to meet them. 
These, however, fled wildly aa the British 
approached. 

On the mainland the British formed two 
columns, one on the right under the gallant 
Major Drummond, which followed the path of 
tha retreating militia toward the town; the 
other, on the left, under Colonel Young, which 
marched directly through the Intervening wood¬ 
land against Tort Tompkins at the south of 
the harbor. The United Htates garrison, which 
numbered nearly a thousand regulars and three 
hundred and Afty militia, opposed Colonel 
Young among the trees with about Ave hundred 
of their number. In front of the village the 
two British columns Joined and forced the 
Americans into fort and barracks. The latter, 
anticipating defeat, set Are to tha ships In the 
harbor and on the atocka In the navy yard, 
the naval store house* and barrack*. 

Just In the lull before the Anal attack of the 
British up came Prevoet and Baynes and 
ordered a retreat. In vain Colonel Young pro¬ 
tested and Major Drummond pleaded for a few 
minutes promising to present the General with 
the fort. Cursing In their humiliation, officers 
and men retired to their bodta on the beach, 
quite unmolested, whije the Americana, just 
saved from crushing defeat by this British 
general, gaped In amaxement and then turned 
their efforts to salvaging something from tha 
flames they had started In their panic. 

Colonel Baynee and General Prevost collabo¬ 
rated In compiling the reports to the Homs 
Government a Ane Array of axcuaes and extenua¬ 
tions—calm weather, dlaUnce of fleet, landing 
party far outnumbered, fort too strong, every¬ 
thing but the real cause; a general who did not 
know enough to let hla troops win hla battle 
for him.

ELECTRICITY'S EXPANSION 


W' LECI RICITY is man's newest source of 

power on * large scale. Rapidly as it has 
developed in the last twenty-five years, it stands 
now upon the edge of an even more rapid and 
striking development. Super-power systems, 
distributing current over vast areas from hydro¬ 
electric plants or from steam plants built in 
coal fields, are already in operation in many 
parts of this continent. 

The National Electric Light Association at 
ila Atlantic Gty meeting has just hearA that 
$10,000,000,000 will be invested in the next 
ten years to complete developments already filed 
with the Federal Power Commission. Last 
year witnessed several important steps toward 
the realization of the dream of giant power. 
At Niagara Falls a water wheel, carrying 
83,000 horse-power on a single shaft was 
installed: in Brooklyn the largest steam turbine 
driving electric generators were erected; in Cali¬ 
fornia a super-power system which distributes 
220,000 volts over a vast area was put into 
operation. In Bufcsh Columbia, on the Island 
as well as the^hl am l*»d, great electrical 
dtvelopmen ts have been ordered, costing millions 
of dollars. 

In the exploitation of electric power this 
continent hat led the world, and from the 
extent of present development it will retain that 
commanding position.

There are 400 of the cities, towns 
and settlements In the Province of 
B C. possesslna over 2,000 loafing 
camps and plants manufacturing 
wood products and maintaining a 
combined population of approximate¬ 
ly 1 : 0.000 man. women and children 
directly dependent on some branch 
of the lumbering Industry.

Calculation boards display to the 
public the correct gross receipts on 
each race, the method of deducting 
the tax and commission*. Straight, 
place and show calculation boards 
deliver the results of their calcula¬ 
tions entirely completed in the space 
of one minute from the sending of 
the result from the Judges' stand by 
telephone message to the calculators. 

Mr. O'Brien believes thst the new 
machine will b^.popular with the 
public, the horsemen and the asso¬ 
ciations.
